MAY BE AN INVASION 


Taipei, Formosa, July 24—(IP)

said today a- number of junks 
were approaching Quemoy island j 
under cover of a Chinese Com- 
munist artillery barrage. 


It may be the long expected in- 


vasion attempt against the Nati- 
onalist held island used as a block- 
ade base against the Reds. 


The spokesman said Nationalist 


forces on Quemoy, just off the 
mainland Port of Amoy, were ade- 
quate to meet the expected Red 
attack. 
He said they would be 


supported -by locally assigned 
Nationalist air and naval units. 


Communist 
artillery 
began 


bombarding the town of Guanau, 
on Quemoy's northeast coast, at 
11 p. m. Sunday (8 a. m. EST 
Sunday). 


The sopkesman said President 


Truman's July 27 request to halt 
air and sea operations against the 
Red mainland did not preclude 
the deefnse of Nationalist posi- 
tions.

Pact Nations 
Discuss Five - Point 
Program at Parley 


London, July 24— (JP)—The 12 


Atlantic Pact nations—spurred by 
the crisis in Korea—get to work 
tomorrow on, a five-point program 
aimed at bolstering their defenses 
against Communism in the west. 


The urgent need for quick action 


was stressed by America's Charles 
M. Spofford, who is expected to 
*serve as permanent chairman of 
the new Atlantic Pact Council, a 
sort of civilian high command. 
' The council, created last May 
by the foreign ministers of the 
•12 pact nations at their London 
meeting, has the following tasks: 


1. To create a balanced collec- 


tive force based in Europe with 
each - country specializing in par- 
_ticular_ types of forces _so as-, to 
prevent costly duplications. 


2. - To set 
up • mobile reserve 


forces which can be dispatched to 
any trouble spot in the west's de- 
fense chain. 


3. Partial mobilization of indus- 


try for war production. 


"4. To lay' down a master plan 


of rearmament fitted to the stra- 
tegic defense plan outlined by the 
chiefs of staff. 


5. To see that the pact partners 


carry out their assignments after 
they have accepted them.

once. 


Leopold has shown no sign he 


intends to submit to his opponents' 
demands that he abdicate and let 
his eldest son, Crown Prince Bau- 
douin, reign. 


Liberal ministers of state dis- 


covered this yesterday when they 
were summoned to a meeting of 
the crown council at Laeken pal- 
ace. • They withdrew in protest 
when told the king would only 
read them an address and they 
would have no chance to submit 
demands for his abdication. 


The anti-Leopold Socialist state 


ministers already had -withdrawn 
from the council. The king thus 
found his crown body reduced from 
28 to 10—all members of the So- 
cial Christian party which voted 
to recall him from Switzerland.

PREPAREDNESS PROGRAM 


From President Truman's preparedness proposals to 


Congress it's evident we are planning to garrison the U. S. 
and the free world against far wider dangers than war in 
Korea. 
He wants sharply higher taxes, a whopping 


$10,000,000 more for our own defense, and more money to 
arm friendly nations abroad (estimates on this run up to 
$5,000,000,000). 


If it actually comes to that, it will be a stiff dose. And 


with it may go rationing and price control in the event the 
new program drives prices steeply upward. 


Yet there's no help for it. These demands should have 


been made a long time ago. They amount to belated ad- 
ministration recognition that you can't match a toothpick 
against a telephone pole. 


For many months Mr. Truman clung to a decision not 


to let defense grow so big as to interefere with "life as 
usual" in this country. During this period Louis Johnson, 
his-defense secretary, repeatedly asserted we could success- 
fully counter Russian aggression should the need arise. 
The Korean war demonstrates forcefully the irresponsi- 
bility of those claims. 


Now, under the shock of Soviet action, we might seem 


to be waking up. A few extra billions might be enough to 
win in Korea. The president's plans for perhaps $15,000,- 
000,000 additional money show we are at last thinking 
in the big terms -the situation requires. 


. Mr. Truman's more immediate requests, plus action tak- 


en; where new laws aren't needed, are logical parts of the 
basic determination to get this country on a really sound 
security footing while there is still time. 


"Hft was obviously necessary to give Johnson power to 


call up reservists and National Guardsmen as the military 
outlook dictates. The bid for removal of existing limits on 
the size of the armed forces (2,005,000) fits into the same 
bracket. 


Curbs on consumer credit, priorities and allocations for 


vital raw materials, devices to block industrial inventory 
hoarding, loans to stimulate defense output, all these are 
inevitable steps on the path toward industrial mobilization. 


As war as they go, the proposals are satisfactory. But 


the president should have in mock-up form all the legisla- 
tion he would need for complete mobilization. If a big war 
came, we'd be badly strapped without plans ready for in- 
stant use. 


On the whole the President's program is a definite 


stride toward acceptance of the fact that the United States 
is engaged in the most punishing contest for survival we 
have ever faced—the two world wars excepted. Let's hope 
it guides the people to greater awareness of the danger.

At the 
outset when^the hospital manage- 
ment granted use of the field and 
facilities to Wairen ball teams and 
it was understood that there would 
be no carousing1 or fighting, and 
demonstrations were to be confined 
to quiet arguments that are ex- 
pected to come up during a base- 
ball game. Fighting is out as well 
as loud arguments and bickering-. 
We are given to understand that 
if incidents, similar to one or two 
that have been witnessed there 
within the past week or two, are 
repeated, the order may come out 
that our midgets, intermediates, 


Junior and Sunset baseball leagues 
may be barred from using the 
field. And while we are on the 
subject, there has been too much 
speeding through the grounds by 
visitors generally, and much of it 
in connection with the baseball 
games. This also must cease. 
Baseball is permitted on the State 
Hospital field for several reasons, 
and one of these is to provide 
wholesome recreation for those pa- 
tients and employes who have an 
opportunity to be on hand to watch 
them. It is not a healthy influ- 
ence on anyone, either hospital at- 
taches or spectators from Warren,

Korean War Sparks Demand 
For Vast Arms Expenditure

WASHINGTON—(NEA)— Demands that the United States start 
" spending 25 per cent of its national income on military defense 
are being heard in Washington. The idea is that this country must 
match Soviet Russia's armed strength and mobilize for any emer- 
gency. This is not all Pentagon propaganda, either, but civilian 
advice to the White House. 


Best information available is that one-fourth of the Soviet economy 


is devoted to its military establishment. In terms of U. S. dollars at 
official exchange rates, the Russian national income is put at $65,000,- 
000,000. Of this, the equivalent of $15,000,000,000 is budgeted for the 
Russian Army, Navy and Air Force. 


On a dollar-for-dollar basis, this is about what the U. S. Depart- 


ment of Defense will have to spend this year. Present appropriations, 
subject to later revisions, are in round numbers $13,000,000,000 for the 
Department of Defense, plus $1,000,000,000 foreign military assistance 
and another billion for atomic energy. 


The American national income, however, is $220,000,000,000 a year. 


The U. S. $15,000,000,000 defense appropriations are only a little less 
than seven per cent of this total. 


What is now being 'advocated by some of the highest government 
advisers is that national defense spending be increased to a fourth of 
the national income, or $35,000,000,000 a year. 
TtTAIN argument for this drastic step is simply that there mustn't be 
•* •*• any more Koreas; The U. S. must take the initiative away from 
Russia. 


The North Korean aggression has changed evaluation of Russia's 


strategy. 


The new evaluation is that the Russians may now consider tbem- 


•selves so strong that they can risk outbreak of a major war now. 


To meet this situation, it is held-that the only thing the United 
States can do is restore balance of power by building up American 
air and armored strength to match Russia's. 


What an arms race of this kind would mean, tripling or quadrupling 


U. S. expenditure, is fairly obvious. It would mean sacrifice, higher 
taxes, an increased draft, at least partial conversion of industry to 
defense production, allocation of materials, other civilian curbs. 
TPHE big jump from $15,000,000,000, to say $55,000,000,000. for a 
•*• national defense budget could of course not be made over night 
Money Just couldn't be spent that fast. A $5,000,000,000 to $10,000,- 
000,000 increase in expenditures for the rest of 1950 might be all that 
would be required. -But contract authorizations tor 1951 deliveries 
would have to go far beyond that 


A $55,000,000,000 military budget would therefore mean putting the 


country on a half-war basis. In such a program would be included 
present outlays for Marshall plan, an expanded Voice of America 
program, whatever is left of Point IV and other cold war expenditures. 


Opposition to any such program would probably be slight The 


country is probably ahead of Washington in feeling that now is the 
time to shoo* the works. 


One '-»nic touch to the new advocacy of a $55,000,000,000 defense 


budget is that in 19f9, when the armed services were asked for esti- 
mates on what it would take to put the country on a full preparedness 
basis, the totals came to over $50,000,000,000. 


Armed service planners were then told such estimates were crazy.

1® services came up with a second estimate of $30,000,- 
000,000. But it was said the country couldn't afford even this. 


So the military budget was cut in half. That left us where we were

If so, you can find some reassuring and good advice on the subject 
in an article by Elizabeth Hurlock in the current issue of "Today's 
Health," published by the American Medical Association. 


Any parents who conscientiously follow Dr. Hurlock's advice ought 
to have the television problem licked. 


One of her suggestions for the wise handling of television in the 


home could apply equally well to other diversions besides TV. 


That is: "Television should not be confused with paregoric—it must 


never be used just to keep children quiet and out of mischief." 


SAME IS TRUE OF COMICS 
CHAT'S as true of comic books as of television. An occasional comic 


book isn't going to hurt any child. But parents who buy fomic 


books as fast as they are published for their children, just because s 
kid with a comic book is a quiet kid. are falling down on their job 


So are the parents who use the movies as a place to take care oi 


Junior whenever he happens to be in the way. A good movie occa- 
sionally is a fine treat for children—but parking kids in any old movie 
any time Mama and Papa want to get rid of them for half a day is £ 
vicious habit. 


It's silly for parents to pretend—even to themselves—that they can'i 


cope with the effect that movies, television and comic books have or 
their children. 


Used wisely and with discretion all three can add to their children's 


pleasure with no harm done. It's when the parents themselves corns 
to depend on these forms of amusement for taking care of the r chil- 
dren for them that the trouble begins.

Slum clearance plans are being drawn up in communities all 


Peimsyrvania. Run-down residential areas and shabby commercial dis- 
tricts-are being eyed by local planning officials for redevelopment into 
parks and modern residential or commercial districts. 


Community planning takes years of patient * ork. Adequate 


housing must be available for families living in areas to be cleared. 
Careful thought must go into deciding whether an area is best suited 
for dwelling, industrial or commercial puiposes. Questions of handling 
traffic become important. And, of couise, the matter of raising funds 
for urban redevelopment presents difficult problems. 


Slum clearance is a deficit operation. Newly-cleared land rarely 


sells for what it costs to purchase land and clear away existing build- 
ings. Private enterprise has done little slum clearance for this reason 
—and most communities lack funds to_fmance such projects. 


Community modernization does pay off in the long Tun, 


Slum buildings aie often unpiofitable to their owners. Slums provide 
inadequate housing and a wretched environment for the families forced 
to live in them. Communities frequently find that tax revenues from 
run-down districts rarely meet the much higher costs required for 
additional fire, police and health facilities needed to combat the disease 
and delinquency existing in slum aicas. But once a way is founrl to 
clear off the land, new housing and piofitable commercial properties 
can be erected to put the area on a sound economic footing. 


The 1949 Housing Act gave community redevelopment a big boost. 


Under the Act, the 81st Congress authorized a 5-year pi ojriam of 
Federal grants that will enable communities to offset two-thirds of the 
costs involved in clearing away blighted areas. Here are the details: 


... 9100.000,000 are authorized yearly for local redevelopment 
grants 


...Any Pennsylvania citv or county—bv a vote of its go'\ern- 


ing body—may request that a Federal grant be leserved 
for a local project 


... A local public agency is created to plan and carry out the 
pioject 


...Federal loans are also available for 1) prelimmarv stndv 


of commumtv redevelopment needs. 2) detailed study and 
final plans for identified projects, and 3) the purchase of 
the land to be cleaied 


...The reserved Federal grants are available after the local 


funds, equal to one-third of the total cost, have been raised. 


Local communities must draw up their own programs, and are 


allov. ed broad discretion in draftme plans to meet local needs. Hov, ever, 
the Federal law requires that certain factois be considered befoie 
approving grants for a local program. A project cannot be appro\ed 
unless: 


... it offers private enterprise a maximum opportunity to re- 


develop the land once it is cleared 


...it is pait of an ovei-all, long-range community modeimza- 
tion plan 


... its primary purpose is to move families from slums into 


adequate housing—that is. iim-dovn residential areas may 
bs cleared for ultimate commercial use only \\hen decent 
housing is available elsewhere. On the other hand, dilap,- 
datsd industrial aieas may be redeveloped for d-nellme 
purposes only. In no case may cleared land be re-sold for 
speculative purposes. 


A dozen Pennsslvania redevelopment projects are in 1he planning 


stage now—and S15 million in Federal giants aie reserved foi authoi- 
ized programs in Allegheny and Bearer Counties m the cities of 
Ambridge, Beaver Falls, Easlon, Hairisburg, McKeespoit, Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburgh, and Uniontovn, and in the Boioughs of Rochester 
and East Rochester. Philadelphia and Beaver Falls piojec's aie in the 
final planning stage and others are nearing that point It's not loo lale 
to reserve a Federal grant if jour citv or conn(> hasn't yet done so. 
It takes time to plan—and it's voithwhile to ha\e a community icde- 
velopment plan on the shelf, icady for use v»hen futuie e\enta"peimit 
work to stait. If you're interested, ask your local officials \\hat thcv'ie 
planning—and further details may be had by writing th° Diii=ion of 
Slum Cleaiance and Urban Redevelopment, Housing and Home Finance
